The Dickens 
wizards

achieved the seemingly impossible and these days of features 
have placed a wonderful production in the hands of the ex­ 
hibitor. 
Through the medium of these pictures millions, who 
have never read a line of Dickens, will shake with laughter 
and fee 
ie dint of pity, even to the shedding of the “ grac­
